Several readers of the Avalanche 


have asked the editor to explain 


the blanket prim ary. 
It may not 


be am iss lirst to ntate briefly the 


provisions of the law in 
regard to 


prim aries as it now is, in order 


th at we may see the difference be­ 


tween it and she proposed 
blanket 


prim ary. 
Under the law as it now is ev­ 


ery vote cast for a state or district 
candidate 
in a 
county 
will 
be 


counted for him , and he will re ­ 
ceive his pro rata share of the con­ 
vention vote, 
lo other words, no 
state or district candidate can now 
receive the entire convention vote 


of a county unless every ballot in 


the prim ary election be cast for 
him . 
If a candidate received only 


one vote in the p rim ary he can 
claim his p ro rata of the convention 


vote which th at county is entitled 
to in the state or d istrict nom inat­ 


ing convention. 
The law 
provides 
th at 
“ each 


county in the state or district con­ 
vention shall be entitled 
to 
one 
vote for each 300 votes or m ajor 
fraction thereof cast for the candi­ 


date for governor of the political 
party holding the convention at 
the last preceding general election. 
In case at such general election 
there were cast for such candidate 
for governor less than 300 votes in 


any county then all such counties 


shall be entitled to one vote.’' 
Under this law the object of the 
prim ary is to instruct the delegates 
to 
the 
nominating 
conventions. 


Every county votes independently 


and every county, however sm all 
or sparsely populated, is represent­ 
ed in the nom inating convention. 
The blanket prim ary would dis­ 


regard county lines and give the 
nomination to the candidate 
te- 


ceiving a plurality of the votes in 
the entire district or state. 
Nom­ 
inating 
conventions 
would 
not 
be necessary, and if auy state or 
district meetings were held their 


object would be sim ply to form u­ 
late declarations of political p rin ­ 


ciples, o r party platform s.

Informed Chief of Police Lilian thut 
all Chinese in the city will be col­ 
lected and placed In and near Fon­ 
tan a’s warehouses, near F ort Mason, 
and the new Chinatown be located at 
H unter's Point, on the southern ex­ 
trem ity of the county, on the bay 
shore. 
It Is several 
miles 
distant 
from old Chinatown. 
All Chinese who 
left the city and who will return will 
be concentrated at the new points. 
Refugees are rapidly thinning out 
of Golden Gate park and Presidio. The 
police estim ated th at 2.000 people left 
the park Monday and there 
were 
about 3.000 left Tuesday. 
The Pacific Coast com pany’s steam ­ 
ship City of Pueblo, which was sunk 
at the Cnion Iron works 
by 
the 
trem bler, will be raised in af ew day a. 
The steamer Columbia of Portland, 
which was shaken badly by tho e a r t h ­ 
quake. was 
greatly 
damaged. 
Tho 
sailing of the liner Sonoma for Aus­ 
tralia and Mongolia for the orient has 
been indefinitely postponed. 
The total amount of the relief fund 
collected up to Tuesday is $8,470,37'*. j 
Following the rain which fell Sun- 1 
day night and Monday morning, which 
greatly Intensified the misery 
and 
suffering of the homeless people in 
t h i s stricken city. Monday night was : 
one of comparative comtort ami of 
generally improved 
condition. 
The 
night was clear, warm and balmy and 
there was less suffering among the j 
thousands of refugees camping un­ 
der the blue canopy of the sky than at 
any time since the day of the terrible 
disaster. 
The condition of the people 
is constantly growing better. 
Relief 
work is being organized every day and 
distribution of provisions and provid­ 
ing of S h el t e r are dally more syste­ 
matic and methodical. 
At 10:30 Monday night an earth­ 
quake shock was felt throughout the 
ctty and m om entarily created alarm 
among the people, still unnerved and 
o v e r w r o u g h t from their recent expe­ 
rience. 
No dam age was caused, but 
in some few Instances Persons living 
in houses ran out badly frightened 
and called upon sentries a n d guards 
to help carry o u t clothing and other

an unconscious man was found on the 
sidewalk in front of a house at Golden 
Gate avenue and Buchanan street. 
had evidently fallen or jumped from a 
window In his efforts to get out of 
the house when it was shaken.

the sounds of building will be heard 
in every block of the devastated dis­ 
tricts. 
A large squad of artillerymen^ as­ 
sisted bv the municipal authorities, 
has been dynamiting all 
tottering 
buildings and walls.
